American Samoa's territorial waters do not go to 50 miles, but only to 3, with 
the remainder being Federal waters and submerged lands. In addition, at the 
time the Territorial Submerged Lands Act was implemented. President Ford 
withheld the submerged lands at Rose Atoll in Federal ownership, administered 
jointly by DOI and Commerce/NOAA. Only Congress can change either of 
these arrangements. There is nothing DOI or NOAA could do to give AS 
authority to regulate use of the waters outside of 3 miles from the coast, or at 
Rose Atoll. And if the agreement with FWS at Rose Atoll were terminated, the 
territory would control only the Atoll, not the waters.
